days there has been a decided improvement 
in tlie qotton situation," said one of our 
manufacturers, Saturday. "Prices of cot- 
ton have advanced on account- of the im- 
proved demand. The consumption of the 
whole at this time is the- highest ever 
known. England uses 09,000 bales and 
the Continent 55,000 bales. : The arrivals 
of American cotton at Liverpool, duiing 
the past four weeks, are probably the high- 
est on record, having been about 300,000 
bales. The settlement of the May con- 
tracts, made before the fall, at one cent a 
pound above the present market figures, 
naturally produced, a few failures and 
some despondency, but I think the atmos- 
phere has been purified and we are going 
to have a stronger feeling. Much hinges 
on the prospects of the new crop. .The 
tendency is to overestimate this year's 
probable yield. Tbe large figures of the 
stocks on hand now in the leading centres, 
made some people stand aghast and pre- 
dict a glutted market, no demand, low 
prices and blue times for cotton manufac- 
turers ; but the, consumption has gained 
such immense proportions that their fig- 
ures needn^t cause alarm.
